the pumitiue Church, I meane publike nuniſtration e reteuung of the Sacrament by the pꝛieſt alone, 
without a iuſt munber of conmunicants, accozding to Chꝛiſtes ſaying, Take ve, and eate ve, t. but alſo 
that the doctrine, which maintaineth the maſle to be a pꝛopitiatoꝛie ſacrifice foꝛ the quicke and the dead, 
and a meane to deliuer ſoules out of purgatoꝛie, is neyther agreeable to Chꝛiſts oꝛdinante, noꝛ grounded 
vpon doctrine Apoſtolike, but tontrarywiſe moſt vngodly e moſt miurious to the pꝛetious redemption of 
our Sauiour Chꝛiſt, and his onely ſuffitient ſacrifice offered once foꝛ euer vpon the altar ot the croſſe. 

r Jamofthat minde allo, that the holy Communion oꝛ Sacrament ofthe body and bloud of Chuſt, foꝛ 
the due obedience to Chꝛiſtes inſtitution, and to expꝛeſſe the vertue of the ſame, ought to be miniſtred vn⸗ 
to the people vnder both kindes, x that it is auouched by tertaine fathers of the Church to be a plame ſa⸗ 
triledge to robbe them of the myſticall tup, foꝛ whom Chaiſt hath ſhed his — U— 
him ſelfe hath ſaid , Danke ye all of this. Conſiderung alſo that in the time of the auntient doctours of the 
Church, as Cipꝛian, Jerome, Auguſline, Gelaſuis t others, vi. C.yceres after Chꝛiſt and moꝛe, both the 


partes of the Sacrament were numiſtred to the people. | 
Laſtofall,as I do vtterly diſalowe the extolling ot — fayned mypꝛatles, and al⸗ 
ſo all kindes of expꝛeſſing God inuiſible, in the fournie of an olde man, oꝛthe holy Ghoſt, in four me of a 
Doue, and all other vaine wozſhippingof God, deuiſed by mans fantaſie, belides oꝛ contrary to i Scrip- 
tures:( as wandzingonpilgrimages, ſetting vp ot candles, pꝛaying vpon beades e ſuch like ſuperſtition,) 
which kinde of wom̃es haue no pꝛonuſe of reward inſcripture, but contraryWile thꝛeatnings and male⸗ 
dictions: So J do exhoꝛt all men to the obedience of Gods la we, and to the woozkesoffaith, as charitie, 
mercie.pitie.almes , deuout and feruent pꝛayer with thaffettion of the heart, e not with the mouth one⸗ 
ip, godiy abſtinence #faſting, chaſtitie, obedience to therulers z ſuperiour powers, wich ſuch lite Works 
and godiynes of itte commaunded vy God in his word: which as Saint Paul ſatth, hath pꝛonules both
